EMERGENCY ORDINANCE 


CITY OF COMANCHE, 


COMANCHE COUNTY, TEXAS 


Controlling and Regulating the Moving or Transporting 


of Houses or Public Buildings On or Along the Street*, 


Avenue*, or Alley* In The City of Comanche 


At a regular m eeting of the City Council of Comanche, Texas, held 
at the City Hall on Monday night, October 20, 1947, a motion w as made, 
seconded, and uly carried to amend Section 1 of a House Moving Ordinance 
passed by The City of Comanche at a regular m eeting held on April 12, 
1920, by adding Article 3 of Section One which shall read as follow s: 


Any person, or persons, or business firm who desires to move 
any house or building along the streets, avenues, alleys of square of the 
City of Comanche, must first get a permit from the City of Comanche 
for which a fee of $10.00 is to be charged, and such person, or persons, 
or business firm securing such a permit must make a cash deposit of 
$100 with the City Secretary or exhibit a bona fide bond to cover any 
damage done in moving such houses by the contractors to streets, ave­ 
nues, alleys, roads, or the Public Square of Comanche, or any dam age 
to any personal property, or real estate, telephone lines, telegraph wires, 
sew er m ains, water or gas lines or pipes or to any other property w hat­ 
soever within the City Lim its of City of Comanche, Comanche County, 
Texas. 


Also said person, persons, or business firm that desires to move 
a house through Comanche or within the City Lim its of Comanche, must 
give a 24 hour notice in advance to all utility companies operating in 
Comanche so that the sajd utility com panies may make such preparations 
as are necessary for such move; and it is further ordered that utility 
companies are to be paid by the moving contractor for the m aterial and 
labor used at the prevailing wage usually paid by that utility com pany 
for such labor during regular working hours and tim e anda half for 
labor done after regular working hours. 


The fact that the House Moving Ordinance now in effect in the 
City of Comanche is inadequate creates an em ergency and makes im ­ 
perative the suspension of the Constitutional rule requiring that the said 
amendment to the ordinance be read on three separate days and it is 
therefore ordered that this Ordinance Amendment take effect and be 
enforced from and after its passage and publication.
